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It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  number  of  male  Patients  is 
much  the  same  as  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  the  Committee  hope, 
therefore,  that  the  necessity  for  providing  further  accommo- 
dation for  male  Patients,  which  the  last  P^eport  suggested  as 
not  unlikely  to  occur,  may  not  arise.  The  question  of  any 
further  enlargement  of  the  Asylum  (a  question  affecting  seri- 
ously the  interests  of  the  Eatepayers  of  the  County)  may  be 
materially  influenced  by  the  vigilance  or  want  of  -\-igilance  on 
the  part  of  Boards  of  Guardians  and  parochial  officers,  in  pre- 
venting cases  of  harmless  imbecility  or  of  transient  mental 
disease  being  sent  to  the  Asylum. 

BECEIPTS  AND  PAYMENTS  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

The  Accounts  known  as  the  "  Principal  and  Interest  Ac- 
count" and  the  "  Special  Rate  and  Repair  Account,"  having 
by  order  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  been'merged  in  the 
General  County  Account,  are  withdrawn  entii-ely  from  our 
cognizance. 

THE  MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNT. 

The  reduction  of  the  charge  for  Patients  from  8s.  9d.  to 
8s.  2d.  per  head  per  week,  adopted  by  the  Court  on  a  recom- 
mendation in  the  last  year's  Report,  has  been  justified  by  the 
fact  that  the  receipts  on  the  year  exceed  the  payments  by 
£nS  :  5s.  4d.,  and  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
is  increased  by  that  amount.  We  recommend  that  the  rate 
of  payment  be  still  further  reduced  to  7s.  7d.  from  the  expi- 
ration of  the  last  quarter — the  21st  of  December.  This  re- 
duction will  involve  the  diminution  of  receipts  to  the  extent 
of  upwards  of  =6650,  but  under  all  the  circumstances  we  think 
it  may  be  safely  adopted. 


FIRST  COST  ACCOUNT. 

The  balance  of  £877  :  12s.  6d.  has  been  increased  by  re- 
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ceipts  to  the  amount  of  £Ml  :  2s.  9cl.,  whilst  the  paj'raents 
have  been  onl}^  £G6  :  7s.  There  is  therefore  £652  :  8s.  3d. 
available  on  this  account  for  future  expenditure  on  the  Asylum 
or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  best. 

CHAPLAIN. 

During  the  past  year,  Mr.  Dowding,  who  had  been  Chaplain 
of  the  Asylum  from  its  commencement  (about  18  years  ago), 
resigned  his  office  in  consequence  of  failing  health.  His  la- 
mented death,  which  took  place  soon  afterwards,  alone  pre- 
vented the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  that  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  should  grant  him  a  superannuation,  as 
empowered  by  16  and  17  Vict.,  c.  97,  s.  57,  and  25  and  26 
Vict.,  c.  Ill,  s.  12.  The  Rev.  H.  T.  Furrier,  who  during  Mr. 
Dowding's  illness  had  frequently  acted  as  his  substitute,  was 
elected  27th  April  to  succeed  him,  with  a  stipend  of  £100  a 
year,  and  by  this  gentleman  the  appointed  services  and  duties 
have  since  been  satisfactorily  performed. 

CONDITION  AND  MANAGEMENT  OF  ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  year  1870  has  been  consider- 
ably above  the  average.  This  is  perhaps  partly  due  to  the 
circumstance  that  a  more  than  usually  large  proportion  of  the 
patients  were  of  an  advanced  age. 

The  Committee  are  not  of  opinion  that  it  was  caused  by 
any  local  sanitary  faults  or  by  defective  management.  They 
have  reason  to  continue  their  confidence  in  the  skill  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  and  in  the  good  conduct  and  atten- 
tion of  the  other  Officers  and  Attendants. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  at  their  last  visit,  suggested 
among  other  things  the  desirableness  of  making  the  refractory 
wards  more  like  the  ordinary  wards.  If  refractory  wards  are 
thought  necessary,  your  Committee  quite  concur  iii  their  view. 
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A  new  additional  Steam  Engine,  which  was  much  needed, 
has  been  ordered  at  a  cost  of  not  exceeding  ^180,  and  several 
minor  additions  and  improvements  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  all  it  is  hoped  with  due  regard  to  economy  and  effec- 
tiveness. 

Appended  to  this  Report  will  be  found  the  several  Reports 
of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  the  Chaplain,  and  also  the 
usual  minute  statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  di-awn  up 
by  the  Clerk  and  Steward.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  herewith  pi-esents  Twentieth 
to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  his  Twentieth  Report/""""^ 
as  follows  : — 

During  the  year  1870,  114  cases  have  heen  ad-  Ntmiers  and 
mitted,  of  which  18  were  re-admissions.  In  1869 
the  number  of  men  equalled  that  of  women ;  in 
1870  there  was  a  still  gi-eater  deviation  from  the 
ordinaiy  experience,  the  number  of  men  admitted 
exceeding  that  of  women  by  eight.  The  total  num- 
ber treated  was  571 — viz.,  259  men  and  312  women ; 
being  an  increase,  as  compared  with  1869,  of  twenty 
cases,  seventeen  of  them  in  the  male  department. 
The  following  comparison  shows  the  progressive 
modification  in  the  average  numbers  : —  Numbers.

There  are  at  the  present  time  449  patients  (195 
men  and  254  women)  in  the  Asylum,  being  eight 
less  than  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  For 
a  great  part  of  the  period  under  review,  the  male 
wards  have  been  full,  especially  during  the  three 
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months,  August — October,  at  which  last  date  they 
reached  the  number  201  ;  being  nearly  or  quite  the 
maximum  capable  of  accommodation,  without  in- 
convenience, unless  by  some  decided  re-arrange- 
ment of  the  wards.  At  their  meeting  in  Septem- 
ber, the  attention  of  the  Visitors  was  directed  to  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  male  department,  but  as 
in  the  following  mouth  some  decrease  had  taken 
place,  so  that  the  numbers  did  not  exceed  those  at 
the  same  date  of  the  preceding  year,  it  was  decided 
to  postpone  the  consideration  of  further  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Asylum.  It  is  still  on  every  ground 
to  be  desired  that  the  Kelieviug  Officers  and  Paro- 
chial Authorities  in  general  should  refrain  from 
sending  cases  capable  of  being  cared  for  at  home  or 
in  the  Union  Houses.  As  to  this  subject,  it  may 
be  proper  to  direct  attention  to  remarks  in  the  Su- 
perintendent's Supplementary  Eeport  of  last  year, 
(p.  26). 

Discharges  The  recoveries  have  been  nearly  as  numerous 
Recoveries,  as  usual ;  46  patients  having  been  discharged  as 
recovered,  10  relieved,  and  8  not  improved ; — satis- 
factory results,  when  the  unfavourable  condition  as 
to  age,  bodily  health  and  other  cii'cumstances,  is 
borne  in  mind, 

"  Criminal There  are  no  patients  under  order  of  the  Secre- 
tai7  of  State.  An  application  was  made  from  one 
of  the  Unions  for  the  admission  of  a  so-called  cri- 
minal lunatic,  which  was  declined  by  the  Visitors, 
partly  on  the  ground  of  the  crowded  state  of  the 
male  wards,  but  with  the  further  decision  that  an 
additional  charge  should  be  made  for  patients  of 
this  class,  should  any  such  be  admitted. 

Deaths  and 

MorialUu.       '^^^^  general  health  for  the  year  may  again  bo 
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rei^orted  as  satisfactory,  uotwithstanding  that  the 
deaths  have  been  decidedly  more  numerous  than 
usual ;  as  many  as  sixty-three  having  occurred, 
making  the  mortality  for  the  year  14*1  per  cent., 
or  2^^  per  cent,  above  the  average.

Sixteen,  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  those 
who  died,  were  persons  of  70  years  of  age  and  up- 
wards ;  two  being  more  than  80  years . 

The  excess  of  mortality  is  due  to  an  unusual  causes  of 
influx  of  cases  of  General  Paresis,  a  disease  Death. 
hitherto  apparently  of  less  frequent  occurrence  in 
Wiltshire  than  in  most  other  counties.  Deaths 
from  ordinary  Paralysis  and  from  other  forms  of 
cerebral  disease  were  also  much  more  numerous 
than  usual. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  accidental  inquests. 
causes.  The  first  that  of  a  man  in  feeble  health, 
aged  77,  who  died  suddenly  three  days  after  admis- 
sion, from  suffocation  in  a  fit  of  vomiting,  two  hours 
after  taldng  his  dinner.  The  verdict  of  the  Coroner's 
jury  was  "  Accidental  suffocation  from  his  food." 
An  elderly  woman,  for  seventeen  years  an  inmate, 
died  five  weeks  after  the  fracture  of  the  thigh  bone 
at  or  near  its  neck,  in  consequence  of  being  pushed 
down  by  an  irritable  patient  in  the  same  ward.  The 
verdict  at  the  inquest  was  "  Accidental  death  from 
a  fall." 


•  Viz.,  from  the  opening  of  tlie  Asylum,  Sept.  lOtli,  1851,  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1870. 
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Escapes.  Seven  patients  have  escaped  ;  and,  what  is  very 
unusual,  as  many  as  five  of  these  were  women. 
Four  of  this  sex  evinced  considerable  determina- 
tion ;  two  reaching  their  homes  at  Warminster, 
whence  they  were  in  each  case  brought  back  on  the 
following  day.  One  of  the  men,  wandeiing  from 
the  hay-field,  made  his  way  about  twelve  miles  to 
the  neighbourhood  of  Trowbridg&;  he  likewise 
was  returned  by  the  police  the  next  day.  The  other 
four  were  recaptured  by  attendants  sent  in  pursuit 
of  them.  The  male  patient,  above  referred  to,  was 
in  the  first  stage  of  General  Paresis  ;  the  disorder 
thenceforward  rapidly  progressed,  and  he  gradually 
sank  and  died  at  the  end  of  five  months.  With 
this  exception,  if  so  it  can  be  regarded,  no  harm 
resulted  to  any  of  those  who  escaped. 

Birth  of  Child.  inmates  admitted  in  March,  in  a  state 

of  pregnancy,  was  confined  of  a  male  child  in  Au- 
gust. This  patient  has  not  yet  recovered,  and  re- 
mains in  the  Asylum. 

Mprovements.  The  improvements  made  during  the  year  have  all 
been  in  the  Engineer's  department.  A  large  cast- 
ii'on  cistern  for  cold  water,  holding  more  than 
2,000  gallons,  has  been  substituted  for  two  of  the 
original  slate  cisterns  of  smaller  size,  which  had 
long  been  leaky.  The  "  hot  water  and  ventilating 
apparatus"  on  both  sides  of  the  house,  being  worn 
out,  after  nineteen  years'  use,  were  renewed  in  an 
irnproved  form  by  Messrs.  Price  and  Co.,  of  Lon- 
don, by  whom  they  had  been  originally  supplied. 
The  form  of  the  boilers  has  been  changed  from  "egg- 
end"  to  "  wagon"  shape.  The  size  of  the  boilers, 
as  well  as  the  area  of  the  pipes,  are  both  largely 
increased,  and  the  whole  is  now  in  full  efficiency. 
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A  considerable  saving  in  fuel  has  already  resulted. 
The  steam-engine  and  capstan  for  pumping  being 
both  out  of  repair,  the  Visitors  have  decided  to 
provide  a  separate  engine  of  six-horse  power,  which, 
in  connection  with  the  original  one  of  five-horse, 
will  fully  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  gi'eatly 
enlarged  establishment. 

In  April  last  the  Asylum  lost  the  valued  services  Chaplain. 
of  the  Kev.  B.  C.  Dowding,  who  had  filled  the  of- 
fice of  Chaplain  from  the  opening.  The  regrets 
which  on  all  hands  accompanied  this  event,  ren- 
dered necessary  by  Mr.  Dowding's  confirmed  ill- 
ness, were  deeply  enhanced  by  his  death,  which 
quickly  followed,  on  the  14th  of  June.  Mr.  Dowd- 
ing officiated  for  the  last  time  in  the  Asylum 
Chapel,  on  the  16th  of  January,  1870,  having  read 
the  service  and  preached  on  the  previous  Sunday. 
The  Rev.  H.  T.  Furrier,  who,  as  curate  to  Mr. 
Dowding,  had  very  often  officiated  as  his  deputy, 
has  been  appointed  his  successor  by  the  Visiting 
Justices. 

The  duties  of  the  Attendants  and  Servants  have  Attendants  and 
on  the  whole  been  satisfactorily  performed  :  but  in 
one  instance  the  Medical  Superintendent  felt  it  his 
duty  to  suspend  and  recommend  the  discharge  of  a 
male  attendant,  on  whose  sobriety  and  integrity  he 
could  no  longer  rely. 

A  further  reduction  of  the  Weeldy  Charge,  at  the  meHy 
rate  of  7d.  per  week,  has  been  agreed  upon  by  the  ^'""'S'- 
Visitors,  being  the  third  successive  year  in  which 
such  an  abatement  has  been  made.  The  charge 
per  week  is  now  7s.  7d.  Out  of  forty-eight  County 
and  Borough  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales, 
there  were  only  two  in  which  the  weekly  charge  was 
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so  low,  at  the  date  of  the  last  or  "  Twenty-fourth 
Eeport  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy."  Inclu- 
sive of  these  two,  there  were  only  five  in  which  the 
weekly  charge  was  so  low  as  8s.  2d.  per  week,  the 
charge  in  this  Asylum  for  1870. 

Conclusion.  In  concluding  his  Report,  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent must  again  express  his  ohligation  to  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  for  their  kind  assistance  and 
support  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  oflGice.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHAPLAIN. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Visitors  of  the  Wilts  County  Lunatic 

Asylum. 

Gentlemen, 

I  feel  some  difficulty  and  difiBdence  in  presenting  the 
customary  Annual  Report,  only  eight  months  having  elapsed 
since  you  were  unanimously  pleased  to  ai:)point  me  Chaplain 
to  this  Institution. 

However,  having  had  some  years'  experience  in  the  duties 
of  the  office  at  a  former  period,  and  having  been  deputed  by 
the  late  respected  and  lamented  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  B.  C. 
DowDiNG,  to  perform  the  weekly  services  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  I  am  able  to  speak  vdth  tolerable  certainty 
as  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  during  the  whole  twelve 
months. 

The  Sunday  Services  have  been  regularly  conducted  as 
heretofore,  at  which  upwai«ds  of  200  patients  are  usually 
present,  and  behave  with  remarkable  decorum,  joining  in  the 
music  and  responses  with  considerable  spirit. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  four  times 
as  usual,  in  which  a  few  of  the  patients  have  partaken  ;  but 
I  think  that  the  attendance  upon  this  ordinance  might  with 
advantage  be  extended  both  among  the  patients  and  attendants. 

A  few  omissions  in  the  Daily  Morning  Prayer  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  are  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  causes 
mentioned  in  the  previous  report.    Since  that  time  this 
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portion  of  the  duties  has  been  regularly  performed,  except  the 
accidental  omission  of  one  day's  seryice  during  my  unavoid- 
able absence  on  business. 

I  have  already  given  some  attention  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  suggestions  of  the  Committee  with  regard  to  the  attend- 
ance in  the  wards,  and  purpose  still  further  to  extend  the 
plan  of  little  services  for  those  who  cannot  attend  the  public 
services  in  the  chapel. 

I  may  add  that  a  service  in  aid  of  the  wounded  in  the 
present  Continental  war  was  joined  in  with  very  great  interest ; 
a  collection  being  realized  to  the  amount  of  £5.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 

Wilts  County  Asylum, 

8th  November,  1870. 

In  the  com-se  of  our  statutory  visit,  this  day,  we  have  in- 
spected all  the  Wards  and  Offices,  and  seen  all  the  patients, 
except  thi'ee  men  and  two  women,  who  are  away  on  leave. 

The  present  numbers  on  the  books  are  195  of  the  male,  and 
254  of  the  female  sex,  all  of  whom,  with  two  exceptions,  be- 
long to  the  County  of  Wilts,  and  the  two  non-contributing 
Boroughs  of  Salisbury  and  Devizes.  The  County  patients  pay 
8s.  2d.  weekly,  the  Borough  patients  lis.  2d.,  and  the  two 
out-County  patients  are  charged  12s.  2d.  One  of  these  was 
removed  to-day. 

Dr.  Thurnam  considers  that  he  could  still  without  any 
grave  inconvenience  receive  five  more  male  patients  ;  but  some 
of  the  bedrooms  in  this  division  are  crowded,  especially  one 
in  No.  3,  occupied  by  patients  of  dirty  habits.  On  the 
women's  side  there  are  still  25  vacancies. 

Since  our  visit  on  the  6th  July,  1869,  82  men  and  68 
women  have  been  admitted,  86  patients  of  each  sex  have  been 
discharged,  of  whom  all  but  12  were  "  recovered  ;"  and  5  men 
and  1  woman  have  been  removed  to  Workhouses. 
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The  mortality  has  been  somewhat  above  tbe  average. 
Within  the  period  of  sixteen  months,  when  the  last  report 
was  made,  28  men  and  43  women  have  died  from  the  following 
assigned  causes,  viz. : —

Besides  those  above  included  amongst  the  deaths  from  Senile 
Decay,  an  unusual  proportion  of  the  patients  who  died  from 
other  diseases  were  of  a  very  advanced  age. 

To-day  we  found  six  men  and  one  woman  in  bed,  and  noticed 
a  rather  large  proportion  of  feeble  and  paralyzed  cases.  There 
are  16  men  and  18  women  under  medical  treatment.  The 
numb.ers  usefully  employed  are  stated  to  be  as  follow  : —

Only  one  patient  is  occupied  as  a  tailor ;  but  vdth  the  two 
paid  men  and  the  aid  of  a  sewing-machine,  all  the  clothes  are 
made  on  the  premises.  The  tailors'  shop  is  very  small. 
We  think  it  would  prove  useful  if  a  fair-sized  room  were 
set  apart  for  taking  to  pieces  and  re-stuffing  mattresses,  which

would  afford  the  means  of  keeping  the  beds  at  all  times  in  the 
best  order,  and  provide  useful  occupation  for  some  of  the  more 
imbecile  Patients  now  unemployed. 

In  the  Chapel  on  Sunday,  about  one-half  of  the  Patients  are 
present ;  and  80  men  and  117  women  usually  attend  prayers 
on  week-days. 

The  want  of  a  recreation-room  necessarily  to  some  extent  in- 
terferes with  the  frequency,  and  restricts  the  numbers,  of  those 
who  attend  associated  amusements  ;  but  monthly  meetings 
are  held  for  music  and  dancing,  and  these  are  combined  with 
a  tea  party  three  or  four  times  a  year. 

During  our  inspection  to-day,  the  Patients  were  particularly 
orderly,  and  there  was  no  one  restrained  or  in  seclusion.  No 
case  of  restraint  has  occurred  since  the  last  visit,  but  10  male 
and  21  female  Patients  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  24 
and  the  latter  on  36  occasions. 

AVe  have  a  good  report  to  make  of  the  state  of  the  Patients' 
clothing,  and  their  personal  cleanliness  was  satisfactory.  They 
are  bathed  regularly  once  a  week,  but  it  has  not  yet  been 
found  practicable  to  give  clean  water  in  every  case. 

The  Wards  were  throughout  clean  and  quite  free  from  of- 
fensive odour,  and  their  condition  very  creditable  to  the  Atten- 
dants. The  staff  in  both  Divisions  is  still  smaller  propor- 
tionably  than  in  other  County  Asylums.  Amongst  the 
suggestions  we  would  offer  on  the  present  occasion,  we  desire 
to  draw  attention  to  the  following  : — 

1.  An  Improvement  of  the  Refractory  Wards,  by  lowering 
the  windows  and  rendering  them,  in  respect  to  furniture  and

otherwise,  generally  more  like  other  parts  of  the  building,  and 
also  by  providing  proper  sculleries  in  these  Wards. 

2.  Improved  arrangements  for  Bathing,  so  that  every  Pa- 
tient may  be  placed  in  a  clean  bath.  Also  that  locks  should 
be  placed  on  the  shower-baths,  and  that  the  keys  should  here- 
after be  kept  by  the  head  Attendant  and  Matron. 

3.  An  enlargement  of  the  Washhouse. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  books  and  registers,  and 
made  the  statutory  enquiries.  As  to  the  visitation  and  ma- 
nagement, we  have  ascertained  that  the  Committee  meet  at  the 
Asylum  monthly,  and  on  these  occasions  visit  the  Wards  and 
see  the  Patients.  Individual  members  of  the  Committee  also 
visit  at  irregular  periods.  The  Patients  have  thus  veiy  fi-e- 
quent  opportunities  of  maldng  any  complaints.  We  ourselves 
had  no  complaints  to-day,  in  either  .Division,  of  rough  treat- 
ment or  ill-usage  by  the  Attendants  ;  and  the  generally  satis- 
factory condition  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  reflect  miich 
credit  on  the  management  of  Dr.  Thurnam.
